ISLANDS  OF  TROAS,  TENEDOS 

The  ancient  literary  tradition  offers  two  explanations  for  the  intriguing  coin 
types  of  Tenedos.  Aristotle  related  them  to  local  law  wfiich  prescribed 
decapitation  as  the  punishment  for  couples  convicted  of  adultery,  noting  that 
an  executioner  with  a double-bladed  ax  stood  behind  the  judge  in  court. 
Somewhat  more  credible  is  Pausanias'  deriviation  of  the  coin  types  from  the 
Tenedian  foundation  legend,  a variant  on  the  Phaedra  myth.  Tenes  was  the 
son  of  Cycnus  by  a first  marriage,  but  his  stepmother  Philomene  fell  in  love 
with  him.  Outraged,  Cycnus  sealed  the  two  Into  a casket  and  set  it  afloat  on 
the  seas.  It  was  miraculously  cast  ashore  on  an  island,  to  which  Tenes  gave 
his  name.  After  Cycnus  learned  of  the  miracle,  he  set  sail  for  Tenedos  to  seek 
reconciliation.  But  when  he  put  ashore,  Tenes  used  his  double-bladed  ax  to 
cut  the  mooring  line,  setting  the  ship  adrift. -The  relevance  of  this  myth  to  the 
historical  Tenedos  is  demonstrated  by  several  facts:  a cult  of  Tenes  as  civic 
founder  which  persisted  to  the  latest  period  of  the  city’s  history;  the  proverbial 
phrase  “ax  of  Tenes"  as  a metaphor  for  implacable  wrath;  and  the  dedication 
of  double-bladed  axes  at  Delphi  by  King  Periqlytus  of  Tenedos.  The  janiform 
head,  according  to  Pausanias,  represents  Tenes  and  his  consort,  and  the  ax  is 
their  cult  attribute.  However  the  bearded  head  seems  too  mature  to  represent 
a son  still  living  in  his  father’s  house,  and  so  Ernest  Babelon  offered  a third 
interpretation.  As  a famous  center  of  viticulture,  Tenedos  had  an  annual 
festival  of  Dionysus.  Thus  the  janiform  head  might  represent  either  Dionysus 
Bimorphis,  combining  his  bearded  and  youthful  forms,  or  Dionysus  and 
Ariadne.  Dionysus  was  one  of  several  gods  associated  with  the  double-bladed 
ax,  especially  in  Thessaly.

The  representation  of  the  various  types  in  these  huge 
hoards  is  obviously  a reliable  reflection  of  their  commonness  in  circulation  at

The  Munificentia  types  of  Antoninus  Pius’  twelfth  tribunician  year  occur  only  on 
asses  and  on  a medallion,  suggesting  that  they  may  belong  to  the  New  Year’s 
Issue  for  1 January  150,  and  therefore  commemorate  games  that  had  been 
held  in  149  or  were  planned  for  early  150.  As  Strack  stresses,  followed  by 
Mattingly  in  BMC  p.  Ixxxviii,  the  occasion  of  these  games  was  therefore 
probably  not  the  900th  year  of  Rome  which  began  in  April  147  and  ended  in 
April  148,  though  this  old  interpretation  is  still  often  repeated.  The  crisscross 


pattern  on  the  elephant  on  the  reverse,  particularly  clear  on  our  beautifully 
preserved  specimen  and  seen  also  on  the  red  slip  bowl  #623  below,  recurs  in 
other  works  of  ancient  art  even  when  the  animal  is  depicted  in  the  wilderness, 
so  evidently  represents  not  armor  or  a decorative  netting  worn  by  the  elephant 
in  the  arena,  but  merely  the  wrinkles  of  his  hide.  Pliny  in  his  Natural  History 
comments  on  the  "latticelike  skin"  of  the  elephant.

CARTHAGINIAN  REDWARE

there  are  examples  of  Pagan  symbolism  as  well  as  stylized  Old  Testament 
subjects.  Although  it  may  seam  through  the  many  variations  in  this 
catalog  that  these  types  are  plentiful,  they  are  In  tact  rare.  We  ware 
fortunate  to  acquire  a collection  formed  over  a fifty  year  period.  We  hope 
you  enjoy  this  selection  as  wall  as  the  rest  of  the  catalog.

Hercules  found  that  his  arrows 
had  no  effect  on  the  tough  skin  of  the  lion,  but,  as  the  beast  sprang  at 
him,  he  half-stunned  it  with  his  club,  then  seized  the  beast  by  the  throat 
and  killed  it  with  his  bare  hands.  As  a symbol  of  his  great  victory  Hercules 
is  often  depicted  wearing  the  hide  of  the  lion  as  his  cloak.

Cerberus,  a horrible  three-headed  hound  who  served  as  Hades'  guard 
dog  In  Tartarus.  He  patrolled  the  shore  of  the  river  Styx  in  the 
underworld,  and  devoured  both  living  intruders  and  fugitive  ghosts.  Best 
known  for  his  role  as  the  subject  of  Hercules'  twelfth  and  final  labor. 
When  Hades  told  Hercules  that  he  could  take  Cerberus  back  to  the  land  of 
the  living  if  he  did  so  without  using  his  club  or  arrows,  Heracles  grabbed 
Cerberus  by  the  throat  and  dragged  him  up  through  a chasm  that 
emerged  In  Mariandyne.

Administrative  document 
recording  the  receipt  by  Ur-Manni  from  the  mill  of  2 gur  of  barley  as  an  offering 
for  the  goddess  Ninsun.  The  seal  inscription  reads:  “Adudu,  son  of  Ur-Man[ni], 
priest  of  Ninsun."  Thus  the  scribe  was  using  his  son's  seal,  an  unusual 
procedure.

Both  sides  of  the  tablet  were  rolled  with  the  seal  Inimku,  and  on  the 
reverse  the  three-line  seal  inscription  is  left  clear,  and  part  of  the  presentation 
scene.  Administrative  document  recording  the  receipt  by  Ininku  from  Ird,  from  a 
certain  threshing  floor's  grain  heap,  of  4 gur  of  barley  meant  as  an  offering  to 
the  Sanga-officila  of  Umma.  Save  for  the  slight  damage  to  the  edges,  the  tablet 
is  in  very  good  condition.

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669.  Clay  tablet  Inscribed  with  six  lines  of  Sumerian  cuneiform  on  obverse  and 

reverse.  Administrative  record  about  the  receipt  of  2 unidentified  objects  from 
Shu-Mamma  by  Agugu,  who  wrote  this  tablet.  The  two  sides  of  the  tablet  were 
rolled  with  the  seal  of  Agugu,  and  on  the  reverse  the  seal  inscription  is  left  dear. 
Also,  the  Sumerian  mythological  eagle  Imdugud  is  visible  to  the  left  of  the  seal 
inscription,  but  the  rest  of  the  design  is  not  preserved.  The  surface  is  worn 
away  on  one  side  of  the  tablet,  but  all  of  the  inscription  can  be  read.

Administrative 
record  of  quantities  of  various  onionlike  products  being  supplied  as  an  offering 
from  three  individuals.  From  Umma,  in  the  far  south  of  Iraq.  Dated  to  the  2nd 
year  of  Ibbi-Sin,  the  last  king  of  the  Third  Dynasty  of  Ur,  c.  2027  B.C.  55  x 48 
mm  500 

671 . Clay  tablet  inscribed  with  twenty-six  lines  of  Sumerian  cuneiform  on  obverse 

and  reverse.  It  is  an  administrative  document  recording  the  domestic  animals 
handed  over  on  the  9th,  10th,  and  11th  days  of  the  second  month  of  the  3rd 
year  of  Ibbi-Sin,  fifth  and  last  king  of  the  Third  Dynasty  of  Ur,  c.  2026  B.C.,  from 
the  city-state  of  Umma  to  the  central  government  of  Sumer  at  the  town  of 
Puzrish-Dagan,  necir  Nippur.  For  the  9th  the  numbers  are  10  grain-fed  sheep,  1 
sheep,  1 female  lamb  of  a certain  kind  of  purpose,  1 1 iambs  not  otherwise 
specified,  and  3 kids.  The  city-states  of  Sumer  were  organized  under  the  Third 
Dynasty  of  Ur  so  that  one  of  twelve  had  to  provide  offerings  of  this  kind  to  the 
central  point  for  one  month  of  the  year.  This  tablet  deals  with  “the  turn  of 
Dagada,  governor  of  Umma."  But  the  tablet  was  written  in  Puzrich-Dagan,  not 
Umma.  A gash  in  the  obverse,  and  more  damage  to  the  surface  on  the 
reverse,  but  the  substance  of  the  whole  document  can  be  reconstructed.

ADDITIONAL  FINE  ANTIQUITIES 

672.  Etruscan  Bronze  Votive  Statuette  of  a Naked  Youth;  525-520  BC.  Possibly 

Vulcian.  The  pose  of  the  solid-cast  figure  is  a variation  of  that  of  the  Greek 
kouros.  The  youth  stands  with  left  foot  advanced,  both  arms  held  tightly  at  his 
side.  The  head  is  egg-shaped,  with  ears  set  very  high,  the  almond  eyes  widely 
spaced  under  the  broad  brow,  the  mouth  small.  The  hair  is  divided  into  narrow 
crimped  strands  which  form  a fringe  over  the  forehead  and  is  similarly  treated 
on  the  nape.  The  massive  shoulders  and  bulging  musculature  are 
characteristic  of  the  Etrusco-lonian  style,  and  the  proportions  as  a whole  may 
be  compared  with  those  of  some  of  the  figures  supporting  the  shafts  of  a class 
of  incense  burners  from  Vulci.  Rare  & beautiful,  the  figure  possesses  a light 
green  to  a near  black  patina.

674.  Minoan  Double  Handled  Vase;  Late  Minoan  lb  Style,  1450  BC.  From  Gournia. 

A rare  and  fantastic  specimen  which  varies  in  style  to  the  more  frequently  found 
vases  at  Knossos  of  the  same  period.  The  vase  depicts  two  wonderfully 
painted  octopi  with  glaring  eyes.  The  tentacles  of  the  two  creatures  wave  all 
over  the  buff  surface  of  the  vase.
